Art. 4. The Officers of this Society shall be a President, 5 Vice-Presi-

shall be elected at the annual meeting of the Society- : 

Art. 5. The Board of Directors shall conduct the affairs of the Soci- 
ety, adopt their own By-Laws, appoint Missionaries, and the field of 
their operations, control the funds, and superintend the general business 
of the Society. 

Art 6. Seven members of the Board shall constitute a quorum, who 
shall meet semi-annually, and more frequently if necessary, and report 
their proceedings to the Society at its annual meeting. 

Art. 7. The Treasurer shall pay any sum the Board may demand, and 
annually present a written statement of all receipts and expenditures of the 
year, with the amount of funds in the treasury. 

Art. 8. The annual payment of one dollar shall constitute membership. 

Art 9. The payment of ten dollars shall constitute membership for life. 

Art. 10. The payment of twenty dollars shall constitute directorship 
for life. 

Art, 11. Every Auxiliary Society paying five dollars annually to the 
treasury, shall be entitled to a Delegate. 

Art, 12. This constitution shall not be altered or amended, except by 
the recommendation of the Board at its annual meetings—and for this 
purpose, two-thirds of the members present shall be necessary.

The Light of Nature. 


The following anecdote is too good to be lost. 

“ The celebrated Mr Hume wrote an essay on the sufficiency of the 
light of nature, and the no less celebrated Robertson wrote on the ne- 
cessity of revelation and the insufficiency of the light of nature. Hume 
came one evening to visit Robertson, and the evening was spent,on this 
subject.
